Gomez has been about fifteen miles east 
of the line for the past week. Three col- 
umns of the Spanish troops are reported 
to be in pursuit of him and a big battle 
has been imminent for days.

The operations of the last four weeks 
have replenished the ammunition and ena- 
bled the insurgents to obtain several thous- 
and additional rifles. These have been taken 
from volunteers, and in some instances 
from regulars, who. prefer surrendering 
their guns to fighting for their lives against 
heavy odds. 

So many rifles have been surrendered 
in this manner that the authorities are 
now disarming volunteers at exposed points. 
The insurgent army has practically equip- 
ped and supplied itself at the expense of 
Spain, and no thanks to the junta in New 
York, which, by the way, is not very 
highly esteemed down here. When Maceo 
finishes operations in the west and the 
armies that are east join Gomez near this 
city, as they plan doing, a decisive battle 
may be fought. 


SAD SCENES IN CUBA. 


Innocent Men Torn from Famil™s and 
Sent to Africa. 

Santiago, Cuba, January 20, via Tampa, 
January 28.—An immense number of per- 
sons are applying to the government here 
for provisions. Greater still is the num- 
ber of men who daily join the rebels. Last 
night the most touching scenes were wit- 
nessed at the door of the jail on the occa- 
sion of the taking from the institution 2 
innocent men, residents of the town of 
Cristo, who were to be embarked for Ceuta, 
Africa. Mothers, wives and children crowd- 
ed the street, crying and sobbing pitifully; 
the unfortunate men were hurried on board 
the steamer B. Inglesias and taken away. 

The Cuban leader, Mateas Vega, was near 
the town of Mayari on the I7th instant 
and began to fire on Fort Chucho, defended 
by six regular soldiers and eight volun- 
teers. The soldiers and volunteers had to 
surrender because the rebels set fire to 
the fort. The other volunteers of the 
place, instead of getting ready to defend 
the town, came out and joined Vega with 
their arms and ammunition. They were 
about forty in number. 

This evening at 5 o'clock General Pando 
left this port on board the south coast 
steamer Amendez, but nobody knows where 
he is going. While General Pando was 
leaving, the Spanish gunboat Estrella came 
in from Asefado and brought twenty-five 
soldiers wounded and sick, who were taken 


to the military hospital.

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SILVERS CAUSE 
IN CONGRESS 


Ardent Supporters of the Gold Policy 
Turn to the Truth. 


BIMETALLISM IS THE CRY 


Berry and Hendricks, of Kentucky, De. 
sert Carlisle and Cleveland. 


THEY BOTH ANNOUNCE FOR FREE COINAGE 


Gorman Wants To Look Two Ways at 
the Same Time—Efforts at Com- 
promise Will Fail 


Washington, January 28.—(Special.)}—Tho 
silver cause in congress is growing every 
day. 

Berry and Hendricks, of Kentucky, who 
have been ardent supporters of the Carlisle 
gold pciicy, have just abandoned that 
side of the question, and both have sent 
letters to their constituents declaring for 
bimetallism. 

Secretary Carlisle and Senator Lindsey 
did all in their power to prevent these 
representatives abandoning the gold cause, 
tut were unsuccessful. 

Senator Gorman, of Maryland, recogniz- 
ing the strength of the siiver people in 
congress as well as in the country, has 
been endeavering to bring about a recon- 
ciliation between the two wings of the 
party. He has aitempted to bring the 
democratic silver senators and the admin- 
istration people near enough together to 
effect some sort of compromise. The sil- 
ver senators are wiiling to make ovecr- 
tures, but Mr. Cleveland has declined to 
agree upon anything which has silver 


in it. 
Gorman Looks Two Ways. 


Senator Gorman proposed to some of his 
colleagues in the senate that a compro- 
mise might be reached by giving both 
sides what’ they demand—namely, the re- 
tirement of the greenbacks wth gold 
bonds, and the free coinage of silver. 

Senator Faulkner proposes that the free 
coinage of silver up to the amount of 
$1,000,000,000 be agreed to, provided the silver 
men agree to the retirement of the green- 
backs and Sherman notes in gold bonds. 

To both of these propositions the Vilas 
element of the party, which represents the 
president, objects. 

The silver senators are liberal, and would 
agree to any fair and just proposition, 
but the gold men will agree to nothing 
that contains silver coinage. 

Mr. Carlisle. is anxious to bring about 
a compromise, but Mr. Cleveland Wild€not 
agree. Consequently, chances of such are 
slight. 

The senate will vote upon the free sliver 
substitute for the bond bill, and pass the 
same by some five or six majority, the 
latter part of the week. The bill will then 
go back to the house, and there it wili die. 
Speaker Reed will not permit it to come 
to a vote, but will send it to the calendar, 
where it can never be reached. 

Failing to effect any sort of a compro- 
mise in congress, Senators Gorman, Fauix- 
ner and others, including ex-Speaker Crisp, 
and many other senators and representa- 
tives who have the interest and success 
of the demucratic party at heart, are en- 
deavoring to bring the two wings together 
in order that the financial differences 
might be healed before the meeting of the 
national convention. 

Both Gorman and Faulkner recognize 
the great strenzth of the silver element 
in the party. They recognize that the 
country favors a return to the bimetallic 
standard, and it is their idea to briag 
about a compromise platform which would 
lave in it both the retirement of the green- 
backs and the free coinage of silver.

THURSTON’S ELOQUENT TALK. 


STANDS READY FOR WAR WITH 
ENGLAND IF NECESSARY. 


Mr. Turpie Takes a Turn at the §Sul- 
tan’s Temerity—Words Well Wor- 
thy of a William Watson. 


Washington, January 28.—A speech that 
has created much comment and which 
was listened to with closest interest dur- 
ing its delivery, was that of Mr. Thurston, 
republican, of Nevada, who addressed 
the senate on the question of the Monroe 


doctrine. 

The challenge thrown down by Great 
Britain, he said, must be taken up by the 
government of the United States, or clse 
the Monroe doctrine would be a thing of the 


past. 

The world was waiting to know whether 
the Monroe doctrine was living or dead— 
whether it was to be maintained and en- 
forced, or tobe abandoned and sup- 
pressed. If the people of the United States 
became so senile and degraded as to iook 
to Wall street for political guidance, it 
would be time to turn the portrait of Wash- 
ington to the wall and to cast the sword 
of Grant into the sea. Nothing but self- 
ishness and cowardice would ever induce 
the United States to abandon that great 
position of leadership in the affairs of the 
new world, which it was her manifest 
destiny to enjoy. As Great Britain had 
mistaken the temper of this country in 
the past, so she appeared to mistake it 
now. There was, however, no division 
of sentiment in the United States on this 
subject. : 

“Tet but a single drum beat be heard 
on our coast,” he exclaimed, “announc- 
ing the approach of a foreign foe, and there 
will spring to arms, in north and gouth, 
the grandest army the world has cver 
known, animated by loyalty to their coun- 
try’s flag and marching on to the mingled 
and inspiring strains of our two national 
airs—‘Dixie’ and ‘Yankee Doodle.’ I would 
vote for the pending resolution, although 
it might pressage the coming of a mighty 
conflict whose consequences should leave 
me without a son, as the last great con- 
flict left me without a sire.” 

Mr. Thurston’s speech, although pre- 
pared and in type, was delivered without 
reference to the print or to the notes. The 
clear ringing tones in which it was 
declaimed, the unquestionable sincerity of 
the orator and the advanced position as- 
sumed by him, attracted attention and won 
admiration from the senators on both 
sides, and from large crowds in the gal- 
leries. The peroration was greeted with 
a round of applause.

The sway of the Turk, he said, was 
only endured and supported on account of 
those international jealousies that clustered 
around the trans-Atlantic segment of the 
Mediterranean, called the ‘balance of 
power” in Europe. 


Words Worthy of William Wafson. 
Mr. Turpie spoke on the question of 
protecting the Armenians. Among other 
things he said that the Turks ought to be 
notified that they must’ erase from 
their book of discipline that  prac- 
tice of the Mohammedan church which 
which makes use of arson and murder 
to suppress the Christian faith and he 
would have that notification followed by a 
shot which would go crashing through 
the grand seraglio.

He adde€ that if the 
senator from New York knew any thing 
about this man Woods.(the United States 
circuit judge) who had imprisoned Debs, 
if he knew the stain that hung upon him 
when he was appointed as a reward for 
political trickery, the senator would not 
give nruch for his decision. : 

Mr. Hill said that he was not called upon 
to criticise Judge Wood’s decision. It was 
enough for him that Debs had appealed 
to the highest court of the United States 
and had obtained no relief. 

In the course of further discussion Mr. 
Allen said that he could not help being 
impressed with the thought that the sen- 
ate was organized ‘‘not to do business.”

Washington, January 28.—Secretary Car- 
lisle and Senator Gorman have been in 
daily conference at the treasury on finan- 
cial matters during the past week. 

Rumors are afloat that Senator Gorman 
recommends a plan which Secretary Car- 
lisle is understood once to have favored 
—authorizing the coinage of all silver bullion 
and declaring and coining seigniorage; and 
that in the form in which the matter is be- 
ing considered by the administration it is 
coupled with a proposition advocated by 
President Cleveland of retiring greenbacks 
and allowing national banks to issue notes 
up to par value of the bonds held by them. 
Some color of probability is given to these 
rumors by the fact that Mr. Gorman as 
chairman of the democratic steerting com- 
mittee of the senate, has been sounding the 
senators within the last few days on the 
probability of such a scheme passing the 
senate. 

Should there be any compromise it cannot 
come after the silver men have put the 
senate on record by a yea and nay vote on 
the free silver subject now under debate.

POORE SAYS HE 
IS NO POPULIST 


‘Declares That He Is Independent and 
for Free Silver, 


VOTED FOR BROWN YESTERDAY 


Henry Watterson Dragged in by the 
Gold Standard People. 


LACKED ONLY 58 VOTES OF ELECTION 


“Sound” Money Man Holloway Has 
Received Blackburn Instructions, 
Constituents Call Him Down. 


Frankfort, Ky., January 28.—(Special.)— 
The ballot today in the senatorial tight 
again resulted in a dead-lock, although tae 
tip was out that Hunter intended to show 
his hand and win in a walk. But the 
wiley doctor found that votes and not blus- 
terings are What are needed to win thc 
fight. 

The gold standard democrats centered on 
Henry Watterson, and sought to draw 
from Blackburn by voting for the brilliant 
but erratic journalist.

INVESTIGATION ‘IN EARNEST. 


TEACHERS OF A MUTE AND BLIND 
INSTITUTE UNDER FIRE. 


Testimony Regarding the Most Revolt- 
ing Behavior Brought Out—Stories 
of the Inmates I1l-Treatment. 


Richmond, Va., Januery 28.—The legisla- 
tive committee charged with the investiga- 
tion of the charges preferred against the 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind institute at Staun- 
ton, was engaged throughout today in 
taking evidence in the matter at issue, 
and John L. Randolph, who makes the 
charges, was put through a most rigid 
exsmination. Mr. J. i. Lindsay, of 
Charlottesville, and Dr. E. M. Gallauet, 
of Washington, acted as interpreters, and 
the evidence adduced was highly sensa- 
tional. 

Randolph not onty charged two of the 
male teachers, Messrs. Yates, now in 
Arkansas, and Bear, still at the institution, 
with having ruined female pupils, but gave 
hames and specifications. 
testimony was based on what others had 
told him, and related solely to occurrences 
prior to 1887. He testified that Captain 
Doyle was addicted to drink, and that Mr. 
Guilford Euritt was neglectful of his 
duties as a teacher. 

Mr. Williams, another of the teachers, 
he alleged, was cruel to his pupils, and, 
without being asked, testified freely that 
Yates had hugged his (Randolph's) wife 
while she was a pupil in the Staunton 
school. Oné of the girls of whose dowilal] 
he testified is now married and lives in 
Norfolk, while the other resides in Peiers- 
burg. 

Randolph admitted that he used the name 
of tne former without her authority, or 
that of her husband. 

Two prominent Staunton men testified 
to the good management of the institution. 
They had heard rumors of the use or 
liquor, but nothing more, The inquiry 
continues tomorrow. 


BURGLAR DOES MURDER. 


Choked a Wife To Death and Beat a 
Child Badly. 

Yonkers, N. Y., January 28.—A daring 
robbery followed by a murder occurred in 
this place last night. The victim was Mrs. 
Edmund Tucker, who resided on Central 
avenue near Bronxville. Mr, Tucker ar- 
rived at his home shortly after 7 o’clock 
last night, and to repeated knocking on 
the door received no reply. The rooms 
were dark, and he detided that his wife 
was visiting a neighbor. He called at sev- 
eral houses, but could find-no trace of ‘her. 
Upon returning to his home he femoved 
the wire screen at one of the windows and 
entered, 

‘Mr. Tucker found his five-year-old boy in 
a back room. The child informed him that 
@ man wearing a beard had entered the 
house about dusk and struck and choked 
his mother. Mr. Tucker then began @ 
search and found the body of Mrs. Tucker 
in a small hallway off the sitting room. 
She had been choked to death, as several 
finger n‘arks were plainly visible on her 
throat. There were also several bruises 
on her breast and body, showing that the 
burglars nad repeatedly hit and kicked 
her. 

The child has an injury on the right tem- 
ple. After the finding of the body a search 
of the house was made and it was found 
that considerable jewelry and clothing had 
been stolen, 

The general opinion is that Mrs. Tucker 
discovered the burglar in the sitting room, 
and when she made an outcry he killed 
her. The police report that a man answer- 
ing the description of the murderer as 
given by the child had been seen hanging 
about Mr. Tucker’s house during the af- 
ternoon.

Mrs. Nellis Was Detected Putting 
Poison in Her Husband’s Coffee. 

Erie, Pa., January 28.—Mrs. Kate M., Nel- 
lis; who was jailed Sunday night for at- 
tempting to poison her husband, Veter 1H. 
Nellis, was released Monday on baii, her 
own son becoming her bondsman. Mrs. 
Nellis is prostrated at the sheriff’s house. 

Her partner in the plot, Edward C. Gard- 
ner, is in jail yet and is not likely to be 
released on bail. He is In the first stages 
of consumption and seems to be very weak. 
Mrs. Nellis, it is asserted, has been com- 
pletely carried away with spiritualism and 
it is through this circumstance that she 
owes her acquaintance with Gardner. Mr. 
Nellis has made Miss Holbrook, the din- 
ing-rcom girl, a present of $500 for saving 
his life. It was Miss Holbrook who, know- 
ing of Mrs. Nellis’s and Gardner’s inti- 
macy, caught them putting powders in 
coffee poured for Mr. Nellis. She secured 
several of these and they are now in the 
hands of the authorities. They have been 
analyzed and the drugs found to be anti- 
mony.

A special train from Philadelphia left 
Washington tonight over the Southern 
railway, as second section of the Washing- 
ton and Southwestern vestibuled limited, 
en route to Atlanta, Ga., to bring back the 
Liberty bell, which was on exhibition at 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition, to Philadelphia. The party was 
composed of the mayor and part of the 
city council and a part of the reserve po- 
lice force of Philadelphia to act as guard 
to the old bell. Returning from Atlanta 
the special train bearing the bell will reach 
Washington Saturday morning, February 
Ist, at 7:30 o’clock. 

The treasury gold reserve at the close 
of business today stood at $50,355,464. The 
withdrawals for the day amounted to 
$86, 600, 

Mr. Farrar, of New Orleans, appeared to- 
day before the house committee on com- 
merce in support of a bill to extend the 
limits of the port of New Orleans to em- 
brace Port Chalmette and West Wego. Mr. 
Farrar urged in effect that the bill would 
advance the interests of New Orleans and 
also that of commerce. Representative 
Meyer, of Louisiana, stated, when Mr. 
Farrar had concluded, that strong opposi- 
tion existed in New Orleans toward the 
measure, and ‘hhe urged that action should 
be postponed until both sides could be 
heard. Agreeably to this reqayst furthe: 
consideration of the bill was deferred un- 
til next Tuesday. 

In accordance with the usual routine the 
State department this afternoon received 
the concurrent resolution of the senate 
and house requesting the president to in- 
form fhe signatory powers to the Berlin 
treaty of 1878 of the opinion of congress 
that the treaty should be enforced. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances such resolu- 
tions are simply placed on the department 
files, but in the present instance the res- 
olution was delivered to Secretary Olney, 
who had no time to look at it before the 
department closed for the day. He will, 
therefore, not have an opportunity to show 
it to the president until tomorrow, when a 
decision may be reached as to whether it 
is advisable to comply with its terms, Un- 
like a joint resolution or bill, concurrent 
resolutions are merely suggestions, and it 
is not compulsory on the executive to pay 
any attention to them. 

It is presumed that the Turkish minister 
has already informed his government of 
the action of congress, and the outcome 
of that information may be awaited before 
any further steps are taken. 


BLACKWELL MET TEMPER. 


—— 


His Reference to Carpetbaggers 
Brought Out Hot Responses. 

Washington, January 28.—There was a 
sharp passage at arms in the house judi- 
clary room this morning between Repre- 
sentative Washington, of Tennessee, and 
H. B. Blackwell, of Massachusetts. The 
occasion was a hearing given by the com- 
mittee to representatives of the woman suf- 
frage movement, headed by Susan B. An- 
thony. Blackwell gave the several reasons 
why he thought universal suffrage should 
be granted, and incidentally remarked that 
there had been no system of free schools 
in the south until they were established 
there by the carpet-baggers. 

To this there was a chorus of dissenting 
voices from several southern members of 
the committee, Mr. Boatner, of Louisiana, 
challenging its correctness as applied to 
Louisiana, and Messrs. Washington, . of 
Tennessee, and Terry, of Arkansas, being 
equally quick to deny it so far as their re- 
spective states were concerned. Mr. Black- 
well then remarked that it was true of 
most of the southern states, 

Thereupon Mr. Washington created a 
momentary sensation by springing to his 
feet and exclaiming dramatically that ‘“‘if 
the carpet-baggers had not robbed us of 
millions, we would have more money with 
which to teach the negroes.” 

A moment later he again interrupted the 
speaker with a further declaration that the 
young men of the south would be the first 
to object to putting the negro in slavery 
again, and that the people of the south 
were now taxing themselves millions of 
dollars to educate the black man and his 
boy. 

Mr. Blackwell at this point changed the 
line of his argument, and the scene ended. 
The heartng began promptly at 10 o’clock, 
and at that hour the room was crowded 
with delegates in attendance upon the suf- 
frage convention now in session here. 

There were nealy a score of speakers, 
and each speaker was limited to four min- 
utes, 

Mr. Henderson remarked that in his 
opinion a majority of the women of the 
country did not want suffrage. 

Susan Bb. Anthony sharply replied that 
the majority of chudren also object to go- 
ing to school, and that the women who 
opposed suffrage are children in the ele- 
mentary principles of government. 

The delegation of ladies also appeared 
before the senate committee on woman 
suffrage, of which Mr. Call is chairman, 
and some twenty of them, presidents of 
as many organizations, argued in favor of 
universal suffrage and the adoption of an 
amendment to the constitution extending 
the voting franchise to the gentler sex. 

Senator Peffer, populist, of Kansas, who 
is a member of the committee, also spoke 
briefly, expressing his sympathy with the 
movement. 


PROPOSITION FOR GOLD BONDS. 


Gorman’s Substitute Found Few 
Friends in the Committee. 

Washington, January 28.—The tariff bill 
will not be reported to the senate until 
after the vote has been taken in the senatc 
on the free coinage substitute to the house 
bond oill. The finance committee did not 
take the bill up for censideration this 
morning; in fact, it was rot referred to in 
the full meeting, but an understanding 
was reached before the democratic mem- 
bers arrived at the committee rooms. It 
is apparent that Mr. Jones, of Nevada, 
notified his republican associates that he 
would not give them the vote necessary 
to report the bill until the free silver sub- 
stitute of the senate had been clinched. Im- 
mediately after this has been done, the 
ccmmittee on firance will be able to repuit 
the tariff bill 

Much of the time of the committee was 
consumed in an informal discussion of the 
coimpromise suggested by Mr. Gorman as 
a substitute to be reported from the com- 
mittee’of conference after the house bond 
bill with the senate free silver substitute 
gets into confrence. 

This proposition contemplates the issu- 
ance of $500,000,000 of gold bonds with which 
to retire tha government’s present gold 
obligations (gresnbacks and treasury notes), 
the declaration that all bonds now outr- 
starding, regurdless of the provisions of 
these obligations, shall be made payable in 
gold, and the opening of the United States 
mirts to the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. This prop<«sition found few friends 
in the committee. . 

Mr. Vest was vigorous in his opposition, 
and other democratic senators opposed it 
because it authorized he issue of gold 
boids and provided for the retirement of 
the gr@cobacks, Kepublicans were aniago- 
nistic to a mam The argument was made 
that this proposi@e: would only work 
herm, and was intended more as a polit- 
icai compromise than a sohition of the 
financial problem. It was pointed out by 
one of the sound money repubiicans thar 
it meant simply a gold basis for the bond- 
holders of the country and a silver basis 
for every other class, and* upon such a 
ground-work, the financial fabric could 
not rest securely. 

This discussion was entirely informal, but 
it developed enough to show that such a 
proposition would find few friends and 
many powerful enemies in the committee 
of the senate which dominates its financial 


policy.

WAS A CUBAN EXPEDITION. 


SEVENTY WRETCHED SURVIVORS 
SAVED FROM WATERY GRAVES. 


Many Valuable Arms and Much Money 
Went Down with the J. W. Haw- 
kins—Told by Those Aboard.

New York, January 28.—Seventy of the 
survivors of the alleged filibustering expe- 
dition, which sailed from this port on 
January 26th on board the steamer J. W. 
Hawkins, were landed in this city late 
this afternoon by the tug F. B. Dalzell. 
The men composing the party immediately 
separated on arrival and it was impos- 
sible at the moment to get details as to 
the foundering of the steamer off Mon- 
tauk point, as reported from Vineyard 
Hiaven, Mass. 

The captain of the tug Dalzell says that 
while cruising off the highlands this morn- 
ing, he was hailed by the schooner Lean- 
der V. Beebe, bound from Baltimore for 
Boston. The schooner’s captain reported 
that he had picked up seventy men, who 
were in life boats, while on his way. up 
the coast, and requested that the Dalzeli 


land them in New York. The men were 


transferred to the tug, which brought them 
to the city. 

The tug was commanded by Captain Har- 
ry Deniz. He reports that he was lying 
off Long Branch early this morning look- 
ing for a tow. At 8 o’clock he sighted the 
three masted schooner Leander Beebe, 
from Baltimore to Boston. An American 
flag, inverted, flew from her rigging and 
the Dalzell ran up and hailed her. 

“The schooner’s deck,’ said Captain 
Deniz tonight, “swarmed with men in all 
stages of undress. Wretchedness was 
written in every line of their faces. Very 
few wore hats, some of them were without 
shoes and nearly all were minus coats. 

“‘*‘What price do you want to take 
seventy men into ‘New York?’’ shouted 
the skipper of the Beebe. 

“I told him,” continued Captain Deniz, 
“and we made the bargain. I ran up 
alongside and after an hour’s dangerous 
work, got the seventy men on the Dalzell. 
After the tug got under way it was agreed 
to put one man off at Pier 8 North river, 
and I did so. He said he was a gunner. 
I did not catch his name. None of them 
made any secret about their efforts to 
reach Cuba to fight for her freedom. The 
most dejected man on Board was an old 
man who told me he was Calixto Garcia 
and was in charge of the expedition. He 
was accompanied by his son Carlos. Gar- 
cia seemed completely broken down. He 
said that the Cubans had played one of 
their strongest cards of the revolution 
in sending out these expeditions and that 
more than $200,000 worth of arms and am- 
munition had been lost by the sinking of 
the Hawkins.” 

He then related to Captain Deniz the 
story of the wreck. He said: 

“We loaded the steamer J. W. Haw- 
kins for the expedition, at Port Moreys. 


All day the hatches were closed and no-— 


body ever had any suspicion that we had 
thousands of dollars’ worth of arms in 
her hold. All the work was done at dead 
of night. We sailed on Friday night and 
went out by Long island sound. We had 
excellent weather until Sunday, when it 
began to get rough. On Monday morning 
early the vessel sprung a leak. The waves 
and wind just opened her seams. 

“Pumps were manned but they soon 
choked with coal and became useless, Then 
the men got buckets and bailed for their 
lives. The water gained inch by inch and 
finally the coal went overboard and then 
the costly arms and ammunition, It broke 
our hearts to throw these arms away, but 
we had to keep the vessel afloat somehow. 
Gradually the Hawkins settled down and 
at 11:30 o’clock Monday morning we took 
to the life boats and deserted the sinking 
steamer. Half an hour later the Beebe 
hove in sight and took us on board, At the 
tirne the Hawkins went down she was for- 
ty-five miles south southeast of Barnegat 
and the sea was very wild.” 

Captain Deniz said that the men saved 
nothing but two valises filled with United 
States bank notes. These were in the pos- 
session of General Garcia. 

News from Vineyard Haven, 

A dispatch from Vineyard Haven, Mass., 
Says: 

The schooner Helen H. Benedict, of New 
Haven, Captain Brackett, from Norfolk 
for Boston, arrived here early this morn- 
ing with twenty-five of the passengers 
and crew of the wrecked steamer J. W. 
Hawkins, which went down off Montauk 
on the 26th instant during a violent gale. 
It is reported that this steamer left New 
York on the 25th with 175 persons on board, 
mostly Spaniards, calling to be bound to 
Bermuda with an excursion party. ° 

She was making some water when she 
left port and when she encountered the 
rough weather outside with a heavy sea, 
she filled in about twenty minutes, Those 
on board had barely time to get into the 
steamer’s boats. One of the boats was 
picked up by the Benedict and her twenty- 
five occupants taken to Wood’s Holl, 
whence they embarked by train for Bos- 
ton and New York. It was reported by 


those rescued that the steamer’s true des- | 


tination was Cuba, and that her cargo 
consisted of $25,000 worth of ammunition, 
one gun on board having cost $5,000. They 
were, without doubt, bound on a filibuster- 
ing expedition to Cuba. 

The four-masted schooner Alicia B. Cros- 
by, Newport News for Boston, fell in with 
another boat from the steamer about sixty- 
five miles southeast by east of Sandy Hook 
lightship, which contained twenty-three 
persons, but owing to the rough sea only 
thirteen were saved, the other ten being 
drowned. The Crosby landed the thirteen 
survivors at Wood’s Holl this morning and 
they left on a train for New York this af- 
ternoon. 

Another vessel, a three-masted schooner, 
picked up seventy-five of the survivors and 
it is supposed put back with them to Dela- 
ware breakwater. 

The men would say but little There were 
three Americans among those at Wood’s 
Holl, the others Spanfards. 

They say that thousands of dollars in 
money went down with those who were 
drowned and in the private chests de- 
stroyed.

WATCHING BRUNSWICK. 


Spanish Consul Torras Trying To Head 
Off an Expedition. 
Brunswick, Ga., January 28.—(Special.— 
The appearance here of known sympathy 
with the Cuban insurrection and other 
suspicious looking circumstances has called 
for the most vigorous investigation and 
watchfulnéss by the Spanish authorities 
and through local Vice Consul Rosento 
Torras a well planned movement has been 
stated to run down the head of an expedi- 
tion being arranged to leave from Bruns- 
wick or some near by port at an early 
date. Several similar efforts have been 
frustrated in the past by the consul’s 
watchfulness, but this one was discovered 

in an unusual manner. 

Captain Juan Fout, master of the Span- 
ish bark Villa DeSitjes, now loading here, 
accidentally overheard a discussion among 
members of the crew about offers being 
made to them to join the insurgent expe- 
dition from this point and he reported the 
Same to the consul. This, with other in- 


| formation, already gained and in possession 


of the government and Spanish officials, 
called for additional vigilance and the force 
of Spanish watchers around here has been 
increased. A well organized system of 
espionage has been on in this direction for 
months past, but conducted with such se- 
cresy that none but those in the employ 
of Spain and the national government were 
aware of it. 


THE ANTI-LYNCHING LAW. 
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The Governor’s Signature Will Put It 
Into Effect. 

Columbia, 8. C., January 28.—(Special.)— 
Here is the first act of the legislature. It 
only lacks the promised signature of the 
governor to become a law: 

‘Section lL. That in the case of any pris- 
oner iawfully in the charge, custody or 
control of any officer, state, county or 
inunicipal, being seized and taken from said 
officer through negligence, permission or 
connivance ot sair officer by a mob or other 
unlawtul assemblage of persons, and at 
their hands suffering bodily violence or 
death, the said officer shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemanor, and upon true bill 
found shall be deposed from his office 
pending his trial, and upon conviction shall 
forfeit his office, and shail, unless pardon- 
ed by the governor, be ineligible to hold 
any office of trust or profit within this 
state. It shall be the duty of _ the 
prosecuting attorney within whose 
circuit of county the offense may be com- 
mitted to forthwith institute a prosecution 
against said officer, who shall be tried in 
such county in the same circuit, other 
than the one in which the offense Was 
committed, as the attorney general may 
elect. The fees and mileage of ail witnesses, 
both for the state and the defense, shall 
be paid by the state treasurer on a cer- 
tificate issued by the clerk and signed 
by the presiding judge, showing the ameunt 
cf said fee due the witness. 

“Sec. 2. In all cases of lynching when 
death ensues, the county where such 
lynching takes place shall, without re- 
gard to the conduct of the officers, be lia- 
ble in exemplary damage of not less than 
$2,000, to be recovered by action instituted 
in any court of competent jurisdiction by 
the legal representatives of the person 
Ivnched, and they are hereby authorized 
to’ institute such action for the recovery 
of ich exemplary damages. A county 
against which a judement has been ob- 
tained for damages in any case of ly — 
ing shall have the right to recover the 
the amount of said judgment from the par-

ARMENIANS FLEE TO AMERICA. 


Instead of Securing Safety and Free- 
dom They May Be Deported. 
New York, January 28.—Two Armenians, 
whose families have been slaughtered in 
Turkey by the Kurds. are now prisoners 
on Ellis islam@ without the necessary 
amount of money to secure admission to 
this country. They come on the Cunarder 
Sarvia, January 2th. Their tale of in- 
justice and suffering is pitious and they 
plead for admission on the ground that 
they are not paupers and that deportation 
means to them perhaps loss of life and 
certainly imprisonment. The men are Peter 
der Garabedian and D. N. Ghacherdoorian. 
The first is unmarried and twenty-two 
years old The latter is now a widower and 
is thirty years of age. Both were residents 
of Harpoot, near Alexandretta, Turkey, 
until four months ago, when they stole 
away at midnight, and after many hard- 

ships, reached Smyrna. 

Ghacherdoorian was in bed with his fam- 
fly when he was aroused by the fierce 
yells of the Kurd soldiers and sound of 
shots. Before his eyes his three little chil- 
dren were torn from their mother’s arms 
and slain. 

Then the wife was seized by brutal hands 
and carried away, the while crying to her 
helpless husband to rescue her from the 
fate that the Armenian woman fears more 
than death. She was never seen again by 
the husband. Daylight came and Ghacnher- 
doorian remained in a cellar all day. 

At night he and Garabedian stole away. 
All night they walked and the next day 
they hid again. And so they traveled until 
they reached Smyrna, where they found 
friends whom they could trust. From 
Smyrna they went to Marseilles and from 
there they took the steamer to Liverpool. 
There they sailed on the Servia for Amer- 
ica. But as they had no money Dr. Senner, 
the commissioner of immigration at the 
port, was compelled to detain them. ‘The 
Armenian Relief Association of this city 
has become interested in the case and 
every effort will be made to have the two 
fugitives liberated. 


EMPEROR SENT CONDOLENCES. 


The Body of Hon, Theodore Runyon Is 
Lying in State. 

Berlin, January 28.—The Dbecy of Hon. 
Theodore Runyon, late United States am- 
bassador to Germany, is lying in state in 
a room in the Runyon res:dence. 

‘he emperor this morning sent Colonel 
Von Moltke, one of his aides, to Mr. Run- 
yon'’s late residence as the bearer of a 
message of sympathy and condolence with 
Mrs. Runyon and her family, and the for- 
eign office sent a letter expressing sorrow 
at Mr. Runyon’s death and praising his 
capacity as a diplomat. His tenure of 
otiice, the letter said, had greatly assisted 
the present excellent relations between the 
United States and Germany.

INTO NEW QUARTERS. 

ROME’S POSTOFFICE MOVES INTO 

THE FEDERAL BUILDING. 

First Mail from the New Office—Death 

of a Young Lady—Floyd 
Superior Court. 


Rome, Ga. January 28.—(Special.)—The 
postoffice is being moved from the old 
building in the Hamilton block to the 
new government building on the corner of 
East First street and Fourth avenue. 

The new building was begun early last 
winter and is quite a commanding struc- 
ture, two stories high, with fixtures for 
both gas and electric lighting, steam 
heating and all the modern improvements. 

It was built at a cost of $50,000, an ap- 
propriation having been obtained for that 
sum through the agency of Hon. John W. 
Maddox, who represents the seventh dis- 
trict in congress. The site is one of the 
finest in the city and the flagstaff, on top 
of the tower, is @ conspicuous object for 


miles around. 

The building is constructed of brick, 
iron and stcne, is fire proof, and the best 
architects and builders have been engaged 


in its construction. 

The ground floor will be devoted to the 
uses of the postoffice, new and elegant 
furniture and fixtures having been put in 
the building. The postmaster’s room is 
especially handsome in its furnishings, and 
the entire office is a cozy, comfortable and 
convenient in its arrangements. 

There are several large, airy rooms on 
the second floor suitable for courtrooms, 
and there it is proposed to hold the federal 
court, provided geo succeeds in securing 
a branch located here. 

The sidewalks around the building are 
elegantly paved with granolithic paving 
material, done by an Atlanta firm, and the 
yard inclosed by the sidewalks is being 
sodded and will be planted in flowers 
when the season opens. 

The location of the building is just a 
block from the heart of the business por- 
tion of the city, On two corners opposite 
being the First Baptist and St. Peters 
Episcopal churches, and the remainder of 
the block on which it stands being occu- 
pied by the Masonic temple. 

The present postmaster, Captain M. M. 
Pepper, has been in office since the present 
administration came into power, and has 
increased the revenues very largely and 
kept down the expenses of the oifice 80 
that only 60 per cent of the earnings of 
the oflice are required to conduct it, that 
amount paying for a fine delivery system 
in the city proper and in the adjoining 
municipalities of North and East Kome. 

‘ihe work of moving was Kept up during 
the night, and the citizens will get their 
mail tomorrow for the first time at the 
new postoffice.

On account of being disqualified in cer- 
tain cases Judge Henry secured the ser- 
vices of Judge Milner, who opened Floyd 
superior court last evening. He has been 
disposing of the work very rapidly today, 
and a number of cases have been heard.

ZIG-ZAG LAW AGAIN 


The Law by Which Billiard Balls Can 
Roll Until Midnight. 


POLICE COMMITTEE MAKES IT 


eee 


And It Will Go to the General Council 
at Its Next Meeting—It 
Makes Many Changes. 


Midnight billiard playing is not a lux- 
ury the disciples. of Ives, Slosson and 
Schaefer in Atlanta are enjoying just now. 

But unless there is a big ‘‘slip ’twixt the 
cup and the lip’”’ lovers of the game will be 
allowed to play unil 12 o’clock. | 

After the prohibition era in Atlanta, sa- 
loon annexes in which pool and billiard 
playing had been going on sought through 
the owners to Keep those places open after 
10 o’clock, the hour fixed for the closing 
of saloons. 

But the general council objected and 
passed an ordinance requesting all of the 
places where tables were used to close at 
10 o’clock at night and to observe the 
Same hours liquor and beer saloons were 
given. More than one fight was made to 
secure a two hours’ extension for the 
places, the extension making midnight the 
closing hour, but they were all futile. 

The hotels having billiard and pool 
rooms attached were the hardest fighters 
against the ordinances requesting closed 
doors at 10 o’clock. 

But for a time the rooms about the ho- 
tels were compelled to observe the same 
hours as those with which the table keep- 
ers on the outside complied. 

Finally, however, the law was so changed 
as to allow all billiard halls in hotels in 
which saloons were not located to keep 
open up to mdnight. All other billiard sa- 
loons, though, were requested to comply 
with the 10 o’clock law. ° 

The fight was not only warm but it was 
long and, of course, the hotel men won. 
The battle had been on for many, many 
months, and the two factions were about 
entering upon a period of graceful accept- 
ance and bearing a friendly feeling once 
more when the exposition came on. Then 
Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch, from his seat in 
the general council—he was not then may- 
or pro tem.—presented an ordinance sus- 
pending the one in effect and granting all 
pool table and billiard table saloons not 
located in a liquor or beer saloon to re- 
main open up to midnight—just as the ta- 
bles were run in hotels. 

Mayor Fro Tem. Hirsch stated that he 
presented the ordinance suspending the 
old one for the purpose of accommodating 
and entertaining visitors to Atlanta during 
the exposition. 

The order suspending the old one was 
adcpted, and during the days and nights 
of the big show the jingling music of mix- 
ing ivories could be heard on many cor- 
ners. The exposition over, the old ordinance 
went into force and when it did go in it 
went with a vengeance, as the ordinance 
restoring it shut all up. 

Even the hotels were compelled to close 
the billiard room doors. 

Then the law became the common enemy 
of all the billiard room people. 

Petitions, many and strong, turned up 
ard were sent to the police committee, 
composed of Mr. Day, Mr. Hirsch and Mr. 
Thcmes. They have been considering the 
matter for scme time, and at the next 
meeting of the general council will be pre- 
sented an ordinance which wll probably 
be adopted and set the balls on tables 
located at given points rolling. 

The ordinance provides that no HNcense 


shall be granted to a billiard or pool room 
except upon the presentation of the peti- 
ticn for the license in which the location 
and surroundings shall be fully described, 
after which it shall be referred to the 
police committee. That committee shall 
then make a thorough inspection and re- 
port upon the paper at the next regular 
meeting of the general council. 

In asking for a license to run a billiard 
or pool room, the law now requires that 
the hall shall be within certain limits. 

Taking as a starting point Ivy and De- 
catur street corners, the line runs up 
Decatur to Forsyth, over Marietta, of 
course, down Forsyth to Mitchell on the 
west side, along the south side of Mitchell 
to Loyd, up Loyd to Decatur, out the east 
side of Ivy to Ellis, up Ellis to Peachtree, 
down Peachtree to Wal!ton, out Walton 
to Forsy @ down Forsyth to Marietta. 

Within che lHImits prescribed the license 
tax for each table is assessed at $60, while 
those on the outside are to be assessed 
$50 a table. The limits prescribed take in 
nearly all the billiard parlors in the city. 


THE BOYCOTT ON. 


Business Men To Aid ‘Them. 
The Foote & Davies strikers are prepar- 
ing to wage a vigorous boycott against 
that establishment. They have secured the 
indorsement of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades and that organization has declared 
a boycott against the Foote & Davies 


company. 

Chairman McGinley, of the committee ap- 
pointed by the strikers to conduct the af- 
fairs, says that the boycott will be made 
effective and that steps are being made to 
persuade customers ot the Foote & Davies 
company to have their work done else- 
where. Circulars will be distributed among 
the business men and yesterday the 
strikers began the publication of a daily 
paper to advocate their cause. 

The strikers claim that the establish- 
ment is badly crippled. They say that only 
one pressman is at work—one of the pro- 
prietors—and that others cannot be secured 
by the firm. All of the pressmen and neariy 
all of the compositors are out, according 
to the strikers. 

If necessary the strikers will make a 
national issue out of the matter. they say. 
They have notified pressmen and composi- 
tors throughout the country not to come to 
Atlanta and the organs of the different 
unions will take up the case.

The Piedmont Driving Club is soon to be 
domiciled in its palatial new homes as a 
result of the beneficence of the states of 
New York and Pennsylvania.

Dr. R. B. Ridlev was the first president 
and Mr. Humphreys Castleman the first 
secretary. It has steadily grown from that 
time until now it is one of the strongest 
social organizations of its kind in the 
south and numbers its members among 
the wealthiest and most prominent citi- 
zens of Atlanta 

The recent exposition proved rather an 
inconvenience at first, as the company had 
to trespass on the territory of the club 
to build the New York and Pennsylvania 
state buildings, at the same time agree- 
ing to present the said structures to the 
club after the fair. The transfer has since 
been made, and ft is safe to say the home 
of the Piedmont Drivisg Club will com- 
pare favorably with any club domicile in 
the south. 

The club has recently bought the prop- 
erty from the old exposition company for 
the sum of $25.000, the 125 charter mem- 
bers subscribing $200 each for that pur- 
pose, and an entirely new club has been 
organized. One-quarter of this amount has 
been paid, the remaining three payments 
being due February Ist, June Ist and Oc- 
tober Ist, respectively. 


The New York building is a very hand- 


some structure and will make an elegant 
ballroom. The Pennsylvania building will 
be devoted to a ten pin alley and billiard 
parlors. : 

The grounds are to be put in magnificent 
condition and an expert gardener will be 
employed for this purpose. 

The membership is to be increased to 
500. Every member having subscribed $200 
toward the buying of the property is en- 
titled to four bonds of $50 each, three of 
which he is allowed to sell, the other must 
be kept in order that his membership may 
be maintained. All applications for mem- 
bership must be recommended by three 
members in good standing. It is posted in 
the rooms of the club for one week, after 
which it is passed upon by the board of 
directors and is voted on by all the mem- 
bers of the club. 

The dues are $10 semi-annually and no 
one can become a member unless he owns 
a $50 bond. 

Non-resident members are also admitted. 
Any member has the right to give an en- 
tertainment in the clubrooms on a written 
consent from the board of directors. Sixty 
new applications wiil be voted on today, 
and no doubt the limit will soon be 
reached.

Secretary Hoke Smith is reported as 
saying that he “regards the suggestion 
of holding only one state convention 
this year as unwise, and calculated to 
eeriously damage the party.” 

He says that “if the state convention 
should be captured” by free coinage 


democrats and no subsequent conven- 


tion were held, the party would be dis- 
rupted and destroyed. But suppose it 
should be “captured” (a very suspicious 
term to be employed in regard to the 
action of the people) by those who do 
mot believe in the free coinage of sil- 
ver, what then? Would the party be 
disrupted ? 

The truth is, the secretary is engaged 
in jutping a ditch before he gets in 
Sight of it. The end and aim—the sole 
purpose of consolidating the two con- 
ventions is to so arouse the interest of 
the people that they will take an active 
part in the primary meetings and send 
to the convention men who represent 
their views not only in matters of state 
concern, buf} on all mational issues, 
especially those issues that are para- 
mount at this time. 

It is only in such a representative 
convention that the differences that 
exist between democrats can be wisely 
and fairly adjusted. The settlement of 
these differences is the only road to 
party ha ny and unity—and harmony 
and unity are absolutely essential to 
democratic success at this time. 

Does the secretary imagine that these 
differences are so difficult of settlement 
that their adjustment must begin in 
one convention and be carried over to 
another? In view of his own facile

Fear of the people is the only ground 
of objection to a consolidation of demo- 
cratic action that can possibly be con- 
ceived of. The people perceive this, and 
they are Speaking out in no uncertain 
tones. 
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Vacant Seats and Proxy Representa- 
tives. 

One of the strongest reasons why the 
state executive committee should con- 
solidate the two conventions is that the 
interests of the people would be thor- 
oughly aroused. The various candidates 
for office could be depended on to thor- 
oughly arouse the voters, and the fact 
that all the preliminary business of the 
party was to be disposed of would have 
the effect of stirring the voters into ac- 
tivity, so that the convention would in 
all respects thoroughly represent jhe 
desires of the voters and the will of the 
party. 

It is hardly necessary to offer any ar- 
gument to show that such a result is 
absolutely essential to party harmony 
and unity at this time, for harmony and 
unity are eSsential to democratic suc- 
cess in Georgia and when that is said 
the argument is exhausted. Party suc- 
cess at the next election will. depend on 
the interest the voters of the state take 
in the preliminaries. One convention 
will arouse this interest; two conven- 
tions will dissipate it. 

It is a matter of political history well 
known to our readers that for twenty 
years in the double conventions, in 
presidential years, one or the other of 
the two conyentions, and sometimes 
both, failed to have direct representa- 
tion, not only on account of a lack of 
interest, but because the voters in coun- 
ties remote frem railroads, refused to 
lose the necessary time to make two or 
three trips to the county seat for the 
purpose of participating in the primary 
meetings; or because delegates elected 
eould not afford the time and expense 
of attending the state eonventions, 
with no important issue at stake. In- 
deed, it has often happened that there 
was no response when the names of the 
counties were called, or the response 
was made by a proxy. On more than 
one occasion a member of a convention 
has represented his own and several 
other counties. 

In fine, the proxy businesS was car- 
ried to such an extreme and resulted 
in so much dissatisfaction—many coun-. 
ties putting proxies in the hands of 
delegates from other counties—that the 
democratic state executive committee 
was compelled finally to abolish and 
prevent the abuse by recognizing the 
credentials of those delegates only who 
were citizens of the counties they rep- 
resented. 

This action of the executive com- 
mittee was done to reform an 
abuse that had sprung up under the 
system of two conventions, and it met 
with the unanimous approval of the 
voters of the party. But the abuse of 
the proxy system was only ome of the 
results of holding two conventions when 
the business of the party might be 
economically transacted by one repre 
sentative body. 


Behind that abuse was the lack of in- | 


terest on the part of voters, and this 
lack of interest was almost entirely due 
to the fact that the voters in many of 
the counties fgund it impossible to drop 
their business and attend the primary 
meetings every few weeks. Conse- 
quently they let theif political business 
go by default, and the proxy evil sprung 
up as the result of it. 

But when the state executive commit- 
tee partially reformed the abuse of 
proxies it only scotched one of the 
evil results of spreading the prelimi- 
nary business of the party over more 
than half the year and through two con- 
ventions. The proxy system has been 
scotched only, not killed. It still exists, 
being the natural result of the inability 
of many of the democratic voters of 
the state to leave their business as often 
as the practice of holding two conven- 


tions requires. 
The people approved the action of the 


state executive committee when that 
body scotched the abuse of the proxy 
system, and they are now calling on it 
to consolidate the two conventions, and 
thus, at one stroke, put an end to all 


, the abuses that result from inaction, 


and clear the way for a big democratic 
revival. 

The right of the committee to call 
one, two or a dozen conventions will 
not be called in question with those who 
understand the functions of such a com- 
mittee. It is so evident that it need not 
be seriously discussed. The people have 
spoken and are speaking. It only re- 
mains for the commitfiee to carry out 
the popular will in this matter.

In the troublous days of upheaval fol- 
lowing the late war A. L. Harris, for- 
merly of Ohio, found himself stranded 
in Atlanta. Being a man of ready wit 
and pleasant manner, with no political 
disabilities to hold him down, he soon 
found himself a prominent figure in that 
aggregation of adventurers who sought 
to take possesgjon of the state, and to 
build it up on new lines. He was taken 
charge of by Foster Blodgett and giv- 
en a prominent position in charge of 
the state road, the revenues of which 
were freely used to further the political 
interests of those in power. 

One incident in the life of Mr. Harris 
fixes his name in the history of Georgia. 
Although not a member of the Georgia 
legislature of 1868 he held the chair in 
that body as a military commissioner 
to organize it according to the wishes of 
the radical party then in power. The 
members-elect had to file up to the 
speaker’s desk between armed Soldiers 
in order to take the oath of office. This 
high-handed outrage upon legislative 


rights subjected Mr. Harris, who was 
‘but the creature of an occasion to cen- 


sure deep and bitter. His enormous 
weight of 400 pounds brought to him 
the soubriquet of “Fatty Harris,” by 
which he was subsequently known: 
Laying aside the bitterness of the day, 
and looking back through the clear 
light of the present, we can judge men 
now with a more indulgent spirit. A 
period of anarchy always places men 
in false positions, making them assume 
attitudes foreign to their natures. Many 
of these men so misguided politically in 
1868 were true to the development of 
the country, and did their part in bring- 
ing back prosperity to the country. 
“Fatty Harris,” whatever the faults of 
his political associations, was a lover of

The Duty of Government. 

The unspeakable revelations being 
made as to the management of the deaf 
and dumb institute: of Virginia have a 
vider significance than the mere news 
sensation which they furnish. 

Under the governmental institutions 
of the old world the churches are more 
or less in control of all institutions in 
which the young, the insane, the infirm 
or the unfortunate are cared for. AS 
a general thing the men in charge have 
been called to this work as a high Chris. 
tian duty, which they perform with a 
view to the world hereafter rather than 
the one in which they live. Those com- 
mitted to their care are treated as the 
wards of providence, and are looked 
after from the standpoint of conscien 
tiousness. 

Necessarily most of these institutions 
are the creations of state with us, and 
run the risk of abuse when controlled 
from political instead of from Christian 
motives. It is to the credit of American 
benevolent institutions of state that 
they have been so well managed, on 
the whole, and that men of conscience 
have been selected to perform offices for 
which politicians are not fitted. Occa- 
sionally, however, such revelations as 
those which now shock the public, draw 
attention to the failure of the state to 
perform its duty. 

It is highly important that all offices 
which affect the unfortunate should be 
removed from political influences, and 
that they should be filled by men whose 
lives and actions respond to the reli- 
gious sentiment of the country. We owe 
this much to the unfortunates them- 
selves; we owe it to ourselves and we 
owe it to our good name abroad. 
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Treasurer Hardeman Will Retire. 

The announcement of State Treasurer 
Robert U. Hardeman—“Uncle Bob,” as 
he is more familiarly known in Georgia 
—that he will not again be a candidate 
for the office of treasurer, will be re- 
ceived with surprise and regret from all 
parts of the state. 

There is probably not a more popular 
man in Georgia than Bob Hardeman. 
Georgia certainly never had a more 
efficient treasurer than he has been, and 
it goes without saying that while the 
term of office is two years, he could 
have held it for life if he had so de- 
sired.

The Constitution is in receipt of the 
following communication from one of 
the leading manufacturers of the city: 

Editor Constitution—Today’s Constitution 
tells us that the postmaster general thinks 
that Atlanta has a splendid mail service. 
Tf he really thinks so, then he has a far 
different standard for Atlanta than he has 
for other cities. It takes longer for a let- 
ter mailed in Atlanta to be put into Atlan- 
ta postoffice boxes than for a letter mailed 
in Chicago to be put into postoffice boxes 
in Cincinnati, Louisville, Detroit or St. 
Louis. To illustrate: Letters mailed in the 
evening in Chicago will be delivered at 
postoffice boxes in Cincinnati, Louisville, 
St. Loufs or Detroit at an earlier hour on 
the following morning than that at which 
a letter mailed in Atlanta in the evening 
is put into Atlanta postoffice boxes en the 
following day. 

We have a postoffice box at which we cail 
for mail at 7:30 a. m., 9:15 a. m. and 2 
p. m. The following are some of our ex- 
periences: The mail from the east, arriv- 
ing at 6:20 a. m., is not in our box at 7:30 
a.m. ‘The mail from Macon and Savannah, 
which should be in our box at 9:30 o’clock, 
is not in our box until sometime between 
9:30 a. m. and 2 p. m., and sometimes is 
delayed even beyond that time, so that it is 
the morning of the second day before we 
get it. Atlanta letters mailed us in the 
evening of one day are not put into our 
box until sometime between 9:30 a m. and 
2p. m. the following day. 

We do not for a moment wish it under- 
stood that we claim that the fault lies with 
the management of our postoffice. Most 


But, be the fault where it may, Atlanta 
business men, who know that a delay of a 
few hours very often means the loss of an 
entire business day, should take the mat- 
ter in hand in order that in some way bet- 
ter service may be obtained. It is with a 
view of enlisting your aid in this cause 
that we address you on the subject.

Turnkey Dobbins Has an Unpleasant 


Experience with a Prisoner. 
MAN SAYS HE’S BYRNES OF N. Y. 


eee ew 


Long Whiskered Individual Puzzles 
the Police by His Strange Conduct 
at the Station House. 


“My name is Byrnes, and I am from New 
York. I used to be superintendent of the 
New York police department. I’ve been in 
hard luck lately, and am out of money. 
Can you give me a place to sleep tonight?” 

That is what a long-whiskered individual, 
about forty-five years old, dressed in fairly 
good clothing, said to the police as he 
walked into the station house about 10 
o’clock Monday night. He steppéd in the 
prison with an air of importance and con- 
siderabie stiffness in his address. 

“Yes, I guess we can accommodate you,” 
said Station Keeper Bonnell, at the same 
time looking up and staring his caller full 
fm the face. The officer was startled at 
the claims of the man, and wondered if 
the great Byrnes was really before him. 

“I just got in town afoot and am in pret- 
ty bad condition,” said the long-whiskered 
man, not waiting for a further invitation 
to make himself at home “I walked all 
the way down, and my feet are sore and 
I need rest. I’ve not got money enough to 
Stay at the hotel, and thought that you 
would let me stay here tonight. I’m an old 
policeman, and was at the head of the 
metropolitan force many years, as you 
‘doubtless know.” 

Took in as a Lodger. 

Thinking that the strange individual was 
several sheets in the wind, and that his 
mind was tangled by the too free indul- 
gence in liquor, the officers thought that 
the easiest way to get rid of him would be 
to escort him to the sleeping apartments 
of the prison at once. Taking him by the 
arm, Turnkey Dobbins led the man to a 
cell set apart for unfortunates who ask for 
a night’s free lodging at the prison. There 
are many such callers, and the visitor was 
escorted to a cell furnished only with a 
sheet iron bunk. 

Turning the Key on Byrnes, the turfkey 
returned to fhe prison office and joined in 
the general laugh caused by the extrava- 
gant claim of the individual that he was 
the famous ex-superiniendent of police of 
New York. Visitors of the Kind are re- 
quired to give their names and addresses, 
which are entered on what is known as 
“the sleepers’ book.’’ The sleepers are 
locked up for the night and turned out 
early in the morning, the city being inhos- 
pitable to the extent that it does not allow 
the lodgers to remain for breakfast, send- 
ing them away with an unappeased appe- 
tite. Nothing further was thought of the 
man when the laugh ceased, but in ten 
minutes an unearthly yell in the prison de- 
partment was heard above the usual deaf- 
ening din. 

Didn’t Like the Place. 


Thinking that some of the prisoners were 


. fighting, the officers in charge quickly ran 


back to the cell department; but instead of 
a row they found that Byrnes was simply 
trying to attract their attention by using 
his lung power. Looking into his cell they 
asked the whiskered lodger the trouble, 
and learned that he was dissatisfied with 
his treatment and accommodations, 

“Let me out of here, and that quickly, 
too,’’ said Byrnes. “I can’t sleep on this 
sheet iron. <Ain’t no blanket or pillow in 
here, an’ I don’t see how you fellows ex- 
pect a man to spend a night comfortably. 
I’d rather walk the street all night than 
I’m not used 
to this kind of a place and ‘\gint to get 
out.’”’ 

Officer Dobbins listened to Dyrnes’s tale 
and then unlocked the door and 
told Byrnes to come out. The fastidious 
gentleman with the flowing locks on his 
chin was quickly informed that he had 
been given the best in the hotel, and if he 
Was not satisfied with it, he could get out 
and go his way. Byrnes slowly walked 
back into the station house office and re- 
peated his complaint to Captain Jennings 
and Keeper Bonnell, but when shown the 
door he felt the cold wind coming in and 
involuntarily shrank back and closed the 
door. Standing inside a moment he said 
that he had decided to stay all night any- 
how, and agreed to accept the accommo- 
dations as they existed. 

Got Too Much Liquor. 

Byrnes was again escorted to a cell and 
given a blanket to sleep on. Nothing fur- 
ther was heard of him during the night, 
and early yesterday morning he was given 
his liberty. He left the prison in a good 
humor, but before walking the streets two 
hours had imbibed a quantity of Decatur 
street liquor, incapacitating him for jour- 
neying without great danger of tacking up 
against pedestrians. Secing his limp con- 
dition, Officer Walton took charge of the 
glib-tongued stranger and carried him 
back to the prison, ordering him kept 
until he got sober. No case was made 
against Byrnes, on account of his age and 
peculiar actions. 

At noon Byrnes had almost sobered up, 
and the officers intended to release him 
after dinner. When the prisoners were 
given their dinner Byrnes got his phate of 
soup and meat and bread, Turnkey Dob- 
bins was handing around the food to the 
prisoners in the cells, and as he passed 
Byrnes’s cell that individual called and 
stopped the turnkey. Mr. Dobbins thought 
that Byrnes probably wanted something 
else, and he stepped to the cell door to ob- 
lige his prisoner. 

Threw His Soup at Dobbins. 

Jusf as the turnkey stepped up in front 
of Byrnes the latf@p lifted his arm and 
hurled his plate of soup and food directly 
at the face of the officer, nearly all of it 
striking the officer full in the face and 
nearly blinding him. The hot soup burned 
Mr. Dobbins’s face, and some struck him 
in the eyes, causing him great pain. The 
officer Was taken by surprise and fell back 
from the cell, thinking that Byrnes had 
gone crazy. In a moment the officer who 
had treated Byrnes so kindly fully real- 
ized the ingratitude of the prisoner, and

suffering from the burns of the soup, he 
quickly unlocked the ¢ell door and jerked 


Byrnes out. Leading the half crazy man | 


down the corridor, he shoved him in the 
dark dungeon and clanked the door behind 


him, 
The Turnkey in a Fix. 

When the turnkey reappeared in the of- 
fice of the prison he presented a sorrowful 
spectacle, His clothing was besmeared with 
soup, bread and meat grease, and his face 
looked ag sleek as the soup itself. With the 
aid of a janitor and a water basin he soon 
removed the dinner of Byrnes and then or- 
dered a case made against the prisoner for 
disorderly conduct in the station house. 
Byrnes was left in the dungeon all the 
afternoon, and when released and put back 
in a cell he was docile and even tempered. 
He will be tried this morning on the charge 
against him, and will doubtless be severely 
dealt with by Judge Calhoun. 


Who Is HeP 


Just who Byrnes is and where he is from 
are not known. He is thought to be of un- 
sound mind, and the officers will hold him 
until ..ey can learn something of his iden- 
tity. He is one of the strangest visitors 
at the prison in a long time, and the offi- 
cers at nonplused at his conduct.

McIntyre & Wardwell’s Cotton Letter. 
New York, January 28.—Receipts today 
were smaller than expected and the evi- 
dence accumulates that the arrivals at the 
ports are being drawn from the stock at 
the interior towns to a great extent, rather 
than from plantations. For instance, the 
stocks at five of the principal interior 
towns have thus far this week lost no less 
than 11,00 bales. This is decidedly signifi- 
cant and tends to confirm the theory that 
the great bulk of the crop has been mar- 
keted: that little remains in the country 
and most of the farmers’ supplies have 
been forwarded to the interior towns for 
better storage, insurance and banking fa- 
cilitees. Some now think that the quantity 
to be brought into sight this week will be 
about the same as in the same week of 
1893, when the crop was 6,717,000.. Prices de- 
clined here 2 to 4 points early in the day 
in sympathy with some decline in Liver- 
pool, but the local market was very evident- 
ly oversold and the early recession was 
speedily recovered and an advance of 4 to 
6 points followed. Closing prices 
were 4 to 5 points “igher for today, with 
tone quiet. Liverpool was buying to some 
extent and this and small receipts and lo- 
cAl covering was too much for the bears. 
The stock market was higher and British 
consols advanced. As a rule, cotton is 
firmly held at the south. Fall River, though 
quiet, is firm. Liverpool declined 1i-32d. on 
spot with sales of 10,000 bales. Futures 
declined 1% to 3 joints. The next crop is 
snowing most weakness, but the close was 
steady. New Orleans declined 1 point, but 
regained this and advanced 6 to 7 points. 
Port receipts, 20,406 bales, against 24,693 a 
week ago, 34,485 last year, and 22,758 in 
1894, Thus far this week 61,238 bales, against 
56,303 last week. Spots here are dull and 
unchanged. Norfolk and Augusta declined 
1-16c. New Orleans sold 2,000, St. Louis, 
1,584; Savannah, 715; Mobile, 4,000, and New 
York, 104. In Manchester yarns were dull 
and cloths quiet. Augusta received 466 
bales, against 462 last week and 617 last 
vear: Memphis, 525, against 530 last week 
and 771 last year; St. Louis, 552, against 773 
last week and 217 last year, and Houston, 
S888, against 5,475 last week and 12821 last 
vear.

Liverpool has been a buy- 
er here, and the healthy tone of the market 
in the absence of outside business is a 
matter of comment. The latent strength 
of the market during the forenoon result- 
ed in a further advance, and with only 
a limited demand from outside sources, 
prices advanced to 8.01 for March delivery.

It was soen discovered, 
however, that something more in the way 
of bull news would be required to sustain 
prices. The selling pressure became heavy 
as the mcrning advanced, long stuff com- 
ing out quite freely and meeting with but 
a limited demand. Bradstreet’s report of 
the .world’s.visible supply was expected 
to furnish the requisite motive for buying, 
a decrease of at least 1,500,000 bushels in 
stocks being looked for. When the an- 
nouncement that a falling off of but 32,000 
bushels had taken place last week was 
made prices slumped and the lowest quota- 
tions of the session were recorded. May 
wheat opened at 64%c, sold between 6452@ 
64% and 63144@63%ec, closing at 63%c—7ec_ un- 
der yesterday. Cash wheat was lc per 
bushel lower. 

Corn made progress backward today. 
Thcse who loaded up on the late all-round 
flurry were wondering why they did so and 
were perfectly willing to turn their supply 
over to somebody else to carry, the prac- 
tically unanimous sentiment in that re- 
spect causing prices to lose some of the 
recent improvement. May corn opened at 
3014c, declined 29%, closing at 29%@29%c—\e 
under yesterday.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

The past week witnessed a strong bull 
movement in the wheat markets of this 
ccuntry. The advance in prices was rather 
the result of the gradual improvement in 
the commercial situation of the trade, as 
noted in this paper for several weeks past, 
than to any special news or wareiecina 
developments. The steady stren ening 
of the basis upon which vaiues rested made 
some strong friends fer wheat, and quiet 
buying by these people absorbed the spec- 
ulative offerings, leaving the market in 
a position to respond very quickly and 
easily to buying by the general specula- 
tive public when it awoke to the true po- 
sition of the wheat trade. The falling off 
in northwestern receipts, the large clear- 
anees of wheat and flour and the necessity 
of buying liberaily in this country, whicn 
Europe is beginning to reali. @wmore keen- 
ly, are the factors which have veen most 
instrumental in bringing about a higher 
level of prices, although various unfavor- 
able rumors and reports about the Argen- 
tine crop and talk of further political com- 
plications between the European nations 
have had more or less influence On Specu- 
lative sentiment. The belief that spring 
would reveal a low average condition of 
the winter wheat crop has also added 
somewhat to the confidence of buyers. 5o 
far, at least, it has been the healthiest 
kind of a bull market, and it is to be 
hoped the ever recurrent ‘‘war scare” will 
not become a prominent factor in the spec- 
ulative situation. Interest in the wheat 
market is now wide-spread and the volume 
of business is large, and likely to continue 
so. A steady advance in prices until next 
spring cannot be expected, but there is 
every prospect of a very active market fur 
four months at least, and it is quite possi- 
ble that the highest prices will not be seen 
until the winter wheat crop in this country 
is heard from. 

As noted above, the receipts of spring 
wheat have fallen off. The movement last 
week was liberal in comparison with pre- 
vious years, but, in view of the unusually 
large demand for flour, the purchases of 
the eastern trade for spring shipment and 
the very strong position of the trade in all 
other parts of the country, this north- 
western movement does not look very 
fermidable. Some increase in the receipts 
at Minneapolis and Duluth is predicted for 
this week, owing to the advance in prices. 

The movement of winter wheat continues 
moderate. It has been claimed by some 
that higher prices would cause freer mar- 
keting in winter wheat regions, and the 
future movement will be closely watched. 
In view of the fact that there has been 
very little reliable evidence of winter 
wheat teing held back, and considering 
the improbability of farmers being dis- 
posed to sell owing to the uncertainty of 
the growing crop, there does not seem to 
be much danger of depressing receipts of 
winter wheat. That kind of wheat is a 
very scarce article in the principal markets 
just at present. The Chicago stock of No. 

red winter has been reduced to about 
2,759,000 bushels; at Toledo there are $15,000 
bushels of all kinds. St. Louis reports the 
stock of wheat there nearly all engaged 
for shipment or owned by millers, and 
purchases by millers and exporters on 
Friday practically cleaned up the stock 
of red winter wheat in New York. 

There is nothing new in regard to the 
condition ‘of the growing crop of winter 
wheat, but it is generally believed that it 
has suffered'more or less injury from un- 
favorable weatlrer, and taking into consid- 
eratvon the long drouth of last fall it can 
hardly be expected to show up well when 
spring opens. 

The following table shows the aggregate 
receipts for the week at nine primary mar- 
kets of wheat, corn and oats, and the ex- 
ports of wheat and flour as wheat, and 
corn, from both coasts, with our usual

The export clearances last week included 
1,267,000 bushels of wheat and flour fro.u 
the Pacific ccast against (22,000 bushels in 
the previous week. The fact that the 
clearances of wheat and flcur from this 
country since the middle of December have 
been larger than in anv year since the 
tremendous exports of 1892 is very signiti- 
cant. Although Euronean cables have ap- 
peared to reflect considerable indifference 
to the strong markets in this country, -it 
was a significant fact that European buy- 
ers took all the wheat they could get on 
Thursday and Friday ferenoon when the 
markets here have showed hesitancy. Cun- 
siderable ‘wheat has been sold for ship- 
ment when it can be brought from the 
ncerthwest by water in the spring. 

The European situaticn looks very stronz. 
Shipments from eastern Europe may in- 
crease somewhat, as the Russian trade 
has been holding for higher prices, but 
the skrortage in the Indian crop, the prac- 
tical failure of the Australian crop and 
the reduced supplies on the Pac’fic coast 
in this country are decidedly bullish far- 
tors. The news from Argentine, which {is 
mcre important than any other, is too 
meager and indefinite to be satisfactory. 
It seems to be a fact that the trade there 
has been offering wheat in Europe less 
freely, which tends to confirm the press 
report of last week that the crop was 
smailer than last year and would not 
move as early. News about this matter 
will be of the greatest importance during 
the next few weeks.

Harris began to edit a sprightly journal by 
the name of The Railway Gazette. His 
wide acquaintance among the railroad men 
of the south enabled him to conduct this 
enterprise’ successfully. He continued to 
edit this paper until three years ago when 
its management passed into other hands. 

Associated with Mr. John Conley, of East 
Point, Ga., he purchased The Post-Appeal 
about ten years ago and managed this pa- 
per for a short while, After this he gave 
his entire time to his railroad journal. Mr. 
Conley secured the press and printing out- 
fit and began to publish The Plowboy. 

Dr. Haris spent the closing years of his 
life at his comfortable home on Luckie 
street, engaged in alleviating the physical 
distresses of his fellow men. 

Obtains a Medical Diploma. 

Though somewhat advanced in years Dr. 
Harris conceived the idea of entering upon 
the study of medicine. Acting upon this 
idea he matriculated as a student in the 
Southern Medical college of Atlanta in the 
fall of 1892. 

There were few if any young men in the 
college who were more enthusiastic in their 
studies than Dr. Harris. 

He was punctual and regular in his at- 
tendance upon the lectures and proved a 
very bright and zealous student. He seem- 
ed to be entirely absorbed with the one 
thought of medicine. 

He devoted the greater part of his time 
to study. This was readily manifested by 
his prompt answers in the quiz class and 
in his final examinations. 

Dr. Harris was very genial in his inter- 
course both with: the professors and stu- 
dents and was consequently very popular. 
Always affable, kind and sympathetic it 
Was an easy matter for him to gain esteem 
Was an easy matter for him to gain the 
esteem and love of his fellow students. In 
1894 Dr. Haris graduated with distinction 
and at once entered upon the practice of 
his profession and did all in his power to 
alleviate the sufferings of those to whom 
he was called. 

He was very useful in his work at the 
Polyclinic hospital in this city and more 
recentiy has been assisting Dr. Holderby in 
his free dispensary at Moore Memorial 


church. 
The Funeral. 

The arrangements for the funeral were 
put in the hands of Mr. J. F. Barclay, the 
undertaker, yesterday morning. No reply 
has yet been received from Dr. Harris’s son 
in North Carolina and the time for the 
funeral cannot be fixed until some answer 
is received. He is probably on his way to 
Atlanta and may reach the city this morn- 
ing. The services will perhaps occur from 
the residence tomorrow morning. Due no- 
tice of the funeral will appear later.

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BIG BUILDINGS GO UP 
A Cluster of Huge Structures To Be 


: Erected Near the Equitable. 
THE WORK TO BEGIN TODAY 


The Building of Inman, Smith & Co. 
To Be Put Up at Once. 


THEY ARE TO BE EIGHT STORIES HIGH 


Other Changes Will Be Made and a 
Series of Improvements Are in 
Order—What Will Be Done. 


This morning at 6 o’clock work will begin 
On what will be the handsomest commercial 
building in Atlanta. 

In a few months fifty-seven feet front of 
the space between the Equitable building 
and the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion building will be occupied by one of the 
most imposing structures in the south. 

The erection of this large building will be 
followed by a series of improvements on the 
property adjacent. The building now occu- 
pied by Inman, Smith & Co., which firm 
will erect the structure started this morn- 
ing, will be converted by the Moore and 
Marsh estates into an eight-story office 
building, and the contemplated additions 
in finish and the number of stories will 
make it a formidable rival to the Equita- 
ble. It is also said that negotiations are 
on foot by A. E. Thornton, who holds the 
space that will intervene between the new 
Inman building and the Equitable, to put 
up a building that will equal the others in 
height and finish. 

Before many weeks this section of the 
city will undergo many changes and the 
cluster of big buildings will make it the 
real commercial center of the city. 

Eight Stories High 

In altitude the new building which will 
be begun today will equal the Equitable 
It will be eight stories high and finished up 
in the most elaborate way. For some time 
the firm of Inman, Smith & Co. have had 
in mind the erection of a new building to 
be used as the headquarters of the house 
for mercantile and manufacturing pur- 
poses. The matter has been under consid- 
eration for several weeks, but until yester- 
day the contract was not finally determined 
upon. 

“That new building,” said Mr. Hugh In- 
man, “I have just completed all arrange- 
ments for and I suppose it will begin at 
once. Here is the contractor, Mr. Bensle.”’ 

“Yes, I shall start the work tomorrow 
morning early,’’ said the contractor. ‘‘l 
have my men all ready and before tomor- 
row night I expect to have cleared away 
those old houses by the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association building. I intend to lose 
no time.”’ 

“T believe you are to have it finished in 
July?’ asked Mr. Inman. 

“Yes, I have made all arrangements to 
have it fiinished in five months and I think 
it will be ready for occupancy by that 
time; that is. ifthe weather is good,”’ said 
the contractor. 

Mr. Inman and the contractor continued 
in consultation some time and every detail 
of the structure was arranged. 

How It Will Appear 

The new building will front on Pryor 
street, occupying a space of fifty-seven 
feet. It will run back 143 feet, opening on 
an alley which leads behind the Equitable. 
The building will occupy 105 feet in the 
rear. 

With these dimensions the foundation of 
the structure will be laid at once. The 
first story will be entirely of stone and will 
be guilt of Chickamauga stone. The win- 
dows and ledges will be finished up with 
this stone. The rest of the structure will 
be of St. Louis gray pressed brick and will 
be put up in the,most artistic manner. On 
the lower floor will be large French plate 
glass windows ef the heaviest kind. 

The interior of the building will be put 
up with the idea of conducting the whole- 
sale dry goods business. From the bottom 
floor to the top there will be an iron stair 
case inclosed in a brick fireproof wall. Two 
elevators will be putin and these also will 
be encascd in fireproof brick walls. The 
lower stories wiii be used for the storage 
of goods, while the two top floors will be 
converted into a manufacturing plant. 
Here will be made many of the goods which 
are sold by the firm. Two hundred women 
will be given employment and the business 
of manufacturing the articies will be car- 
ried on extentively. 

‘“‘We shall lose no time in getting the 
work done,’’ said Mr. Inman yesterday af- 
ternoon. “‘The contract has been hanging 
for several days and we have just complet- 
ed all arrafgements. The building will be 
as modern as can be constructed. It will 
be ornamented in the most elaborate way 
and we shall spare no expense to make it 
a structure which will be a credit to that 
section of the city. As soon as ft is com- 
pleted we will go into business there and 
will operate on a more extensive scale than 
ever. 

Other Improvements. 

The building now occupied by Inman, 
Smith & Co., on the corner of North Pry yr 
and Edgewood avenue, is the property of 
the Moore and ‘Marsh estates. As soon as 
it is vacated extensive fmprovements will 
be made. It is the intention to convert it 
into an office building and to add three 
more stories. In every respect it will be a 
rival of the Equitable. 

Many other improvements are talked of 
in this section of the city. In a few months 
a cluster of imposing structures will go 
up.

Dozen Bicycles and Afterwards

Joe Burton, a little negro, about eleven 
years old, was sent to jail yesterday by 
Judge Foute. Burton was arrested 5Sun- 
day a week ago, and has been in police 
headquarters since. Day before yesterday 
Detective Kilpatrick swore out a warrant 
for the young negro, charging him wita 
stealing a lot of bicycles. 

When the officers caught Burton gout 
a half-dozen bicycles were found in his 
possession. He had them at different 
places. He tried to charge the tneft of 
the wheels to some other boys, but there 
was pretty conclusive evidence against the 


slick little darky. 

Some of the stolen wheels were not very 
valuable, while some were very good 
wheels. 

The bicycles were stolen from different 
people. One was stolen from Mr. J. W. 
Sims, 84 Luckie street; another from a 
little boy of Mr. D. M. Bain. Mr. Bain's 
little. son lost his wheel some weeks ago. 
Burton, it is charged, hid the wheel, and 
when the police officers went to him he 
tried in every way to deny stealing the 
wheels, and laid it t® some white boys. 
Qfficer Kilpatrick arrested him and placed 
bim in the police station. 

In the trial before Judge Foute Burton 
said he bougnt one of the bicycles: from 


another boy for 75. cents. He used it a 
While, he says, and then sold it for 50 
cents. He also claimed to know nothing

Judge Foute placed the negro boy undcr 
a bend ‘of $100, and in default of this bail 
he was carried to jail.

DR. HURT CHOSEN 


Elected a Member of the Grady Hospital 
Medical Board Yesterday. 


MEETING OF THE TRUSTEES 
For the First Time in Months the 
Trustees Get Together—The Board 
Thanks Two Ladies. 


For the first time in several months 
the Grady hospital board of trustees held 
jis regular monthly meeting yesterday 
afternoon. The meeting was called to order 
in the office of Captain R. J. Lowry, a 
member of the board, and it proved to be 
an interesting one. 

The board transacted considerable rou- 
tine business and the meeting was well 
attended. Several members of the board 
were absent on account of sickness, but 
the attendance was goed. President Hirsch, 
Dr. Spalding and Mr. Elsas were among 
those present. 

The resignation of Dr. J. S. Todd asva 
member of the medical board was received 
and accepted. 

Dr. C. D. Hurt was elected to the va- 
cancy caused by Dr. Todd’s resignation. 

Dr.. Todd’s retirement from the board 
caused general regret among the hospital 
authorities. He was elected a member 
of the medical board when it was first 
organized and since that time has been 
an actiye worker for the interest of the 
hospital. 

Dr. Todd was given a vote of thanks 
for his able and successful ‘work as a 
member of the board, and all of the mem- 
bers of the board of trustees expressed re- 
gret at his determination to resign. 

Dr. Hurt is well qualified for the work 
and his election will be received quite fav- 
orably. He has had long experience and 
will quickly become prominent in the med- 
ical board work. 


Mrs. Black’s Committee Thanked. 


The board unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion thanking Mrs. LBiack, chairman, and 
the women’s medical board of the exposl- 
tion hospital, for the donation of a valua- 
ble co:lection of hospital furniture and 
furnishings. The things were used at the 
exposition hospital, and they will be @ 
Valuable addition to the Grady institution. 

Miss A. C. Davis, of Pniladelphia, the 
head nurse of the exposition hospital, was 
thanked by the board for a generous dona- 
tion of an elegant lot of hospital furniture. 

The board dismissed many matters of 
interest to the institution in its keeping 
and the meeting will result in the better- 
ment of the purp»sses of the hospital. Dr. 
Brewster, the superintendent, submitted 
his regular monthly report, showing the 
condition of things°at the hospital, giving 
he number of patients cared for and their 
ailments and other interesting statistics 
of the work of the institution. 


Isolation Ward To Be Built. 


Perhaps the most important matter of 
routine was a discussion on the proposed 
isolation ward. The council appropriated 
$5,000 for the erection of an isolation ward 
in connection with the institution and the 
trustees will take steps to have it erected 
at once. 

The trustees and the medical board will 
have a joint meeting in a few days and 
select the location for .the isolation 
ward. ‘Ihe meeting will determine the 
most advantageous point on the hospital 
ground for the ward and will approve a de- 
sign for the building. It will be arranged 
with all necessary conveniences and by the 
erection of the ward the hospital work 
will be greatly improved, 

In the past patients suffering from con- 
tazious diseases have not been admitted 
to the hospital and time and again they 
have been turned away for the want of 
a place where they could be cared for. 
Without an isolation ward the hospital 
cannot care for patients with such dfs- 
eases without greatly endangering the 
lives of other patients 

A Case in Point, 

Only a few days ago a man lay ina 
wagon yard on Decatur street suffering 
from measles and could not be taken in 
the hospital because measles are conta- 
geous and patients suffering from the dis- 
ease are not received at the hospital. The 
man lay in the cold a day and night be- 
fore being hauled home, thirty miles in 
a wagon. It is not known whether he 
reached home alive. 

At the meeting of the’trustees and mredi- 
cal board a site for the ambulance stable 
will aiso be selected: The council appro- 
priated $500 for the erection of the stable, 
and when it is built the ambulance and 
horses will be kept there instead of at 
police headquarters, as at present. The 
change will be one of the best that could 
be made in connection with the hospital. 
Under the present arrangement serious 
delays occur in nearly every case where 
the ambulance is needed and the stable 
will be built as soon as possible. 

Affairs in Good Condition. 

The affairs of the hospital are in good 
condition and the superintendent, Dr. 
Brewster, and nis staff are receiving com- 
mendation for their splendid work. Dur- 
ing the exposition they worked day and 
night and cared for hundreds of patients. 
The present staff is one of the best over 
at the hospital.

Crew of a Burned Brig Rescued at Sea 


by Captain Newton. 

New Orleans, January. 28.—The British 
steamer Ravenswood, Captain John New- 
ton, from Las Palmas in ballast, brought 
to this place Captain Gerd H. Gortmaker, 
the mate and six seamen comprising the 
crew of the German brigantine Maria, of 
Pappenberg, which burned at sea. 

Captain Newton reports that on Janua- 
ry lith, at 5 o’clock in the morning, when 
in latitude 22:50 north, longitude 41:50 west, 
he saw a bright light and a number of 
rockets being fired. He altered the Ra- 
venswood’s course and steered for the 
light. At 5 o’clock he fell in with a small 
beat and took from it the captain and crew 
of the Maria. 

Captain Gortmaker says the brig sailed 
from Buenos Ayres on November 16th with 
a cargo of bones and guano for Falmouth, 
Engiand. On January Ilith fire was discov- 
ered in the cargo, supposed to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion, as her 
hatches were blown off by the accumula- 
tion of gases in the hold. The stench from 
the burning cargo Was so horrible that it 
was impossible for a man to remain at the 
wheel, and at 3:30 p. m. January llth, the 
crew were forced to abandon the vessel, 
being then 1,300 miles from land. The boat 
in which the crew sought safety was fol- 
lowed by sharks, some of them coming 
Piongs’de and under the boat, the crew 
striking them with cars to drive them off. 
They drifted three days in close proximity 
to the wreck of the Maria, during which 
time they suffered much from exposure. 
They lost all their personal effects, and 
would perhaps have perished but for the 
timely arrival of the Ravenswood. Captain 
Gortmaker and crew speak in high terms 
ef the kind treatment they received from 
Cz2ptain Newton. 

The shipwrecked crew have been taken 
in charge by the German consul, who will 
provide them passage to Germany.

CUBA WILL BE FREE 


An Atlanta Cuban Talks of the Condition 
on the Island. 


RECEIVES NEWS REGULARLY 


And Is Kept Posted Concerning the 
Location of the Insurgent Forces. 
What He Has To Say. 


Senor Bernard Liogens, a resident of 
Atlanta, and a native ef Cuba, gave some 
very interesting facts fresh from the 
scene of the great struggle yesterday. 

He was quite enthusiastic over the pres- 
ent outlook for his people, and predicts 
that within six mernths Cuba will be entire- 
ly free from the burdensome yoke of 
Spain. 

He is probably one of the best informed 
men in this country on the present condi- 
tion of things in Cuba, being not only one 


of the most prominent Cubans in the 
United States, but is a personal friend of 
General Gomez, the leader of the insur- 
gent forces. He is therefore kept posted 
constantly as to the status of affairs in his 
country. 

“The outlook,” said he, “is most favora- 
ble for the insurgents and under the effi- 
cient leaderskip of General Gomez the 
Struggle is rapidly drawing to a close. Our 
forces are making marked gains daily, and 
are now practically in possession of the 
entire island with the exception of the city 
of Havana. 

“Last Sunday General Gomez the second 
time attacked Guanabocoa, a city of 25,000 
inhabitants, nine miles from Havana, and 
captured the fortifications without loss; 
but rather than risk the losing of his sol- 
diers, he withdrew to await the arrival of 
General A. Maceo, who is about twenty-five 
miles away with a large force of artillery 


. and cavalry. 


“Monday General Gomez burned the en- 
tire city of Calvario, and is now camped 
in Santia, Moria Rosario, only six miles 
from the Cuban capital. 

“General Lacreb, after a desperate en- 
counter, succeeded in capturing five Span- 
ish ports near the town cf Macagna, last 
Monday night. 

“General Massao, with a large force, has 
taken a position in the capital of Pinar 
del Rio, about 100 miles southeast of Ha- 
vana. Generals Ralaf, Scucher, Rabi and 
Periquito Perey, each having a force of 
about 5,000 cavalry and infantry, are close 
by waiting for the command from Gen- 
eral Gomez to spring upon Havana. 

While the Cubans are making decided 
gains the Spaniards are suffering great 
losses. The nine months’ war has already 
cost Spain $85,000,000; the crops are nearly 
all destroyed, and many inhabitants who 
have heretofore been loyal to the old coun- 
try are going over to the insurgents. The 
judge of the supreme court in Lagunellas, 
Matanzas, is a recent example of that 
fact. 

“General Weyler, who succeeds General 
Campos, left Spain on the 22d instant and 
will arrive in Cuba about the ist of Feb- 
ruary with a force of 16,000 men. General 
Gomez has requested the United States to 
send war vessels for the protection of her 
15,000 citizens in Havana, but as yet has 
received no reply. Germany and France 
have sent two men-of-war each for this 
purpose and the inaction of this govern- 
ment may result in the death of many of 
her subjects. The best people in Havana 
have all flown to Key West, ninety miles 
away, and a repetition of the horrible 
scenes of 1871, when hundreds of innocent 
women and children were mercilessly 
slaughtered, is expected. 

“The Spanish army numbers 176,000 men 
and the Cuban army 75,000. General Gomez 
occupies the strongest positions in the is- 
land, and if he does not win now all hope 
of Cuban independence is lost forever. 

“In an engagement near Alquizar the 
other day a Cuban lieutenant stole six 
shirts from a residence. General Gomez 
had the offender immediately shot, which 
shows that our people are fighting for lib- 
erty and not for booty.’’ 

Senor Llorens stated that the Cubans in 
this country are exerting every possible 
effort to aid their countrymen. He gives 
the result of one day’s work each week, as 
well as 10 per cent of the profits of the 
La Carona cigar factory, of which he is 
owner, to the cause. This plan is also fol- 
lowed by the leading Cubans throughout 
the entire country, particularly those 
owning factories in Florida. 

There are 275 Cuban clubs in the United 
States with a local membership of 23,000, 
organized for the purpose of aiding the in- 
surgents. There are also seven American 
clubs, with a mmbership of 2,000, working 
for the same cause. 

Senor Llorens is an officer of the Cuban 
Revolutionary Society and has been work- 
ing for the liberty of his country twenty 
years. He is a polished'and intelligent gen- 
tleman and nfrmly believes that Cuba will 
be a free and independent state in the 
very near future.

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CHARGES OF FRAUD 


Sensational Petition Has Been Filed 
Against Mr. $. Marion. 


MR. BLACK MAKES ALLEGATIONS 


of Record of the County. 


Two attachments were levied yesterday 
by Sheriff Barnes on all of the real estate 
owned by Mr. 8. Marion, the grocery deal- 
er on Marietta street. 

The affidavits were issued by order of the 
court and were in favor of J. JZ. & J. E& 
Maddox for $2,770.79, and W. A. Russell & 
Co. for $99.12 A petition was yesterday 
presented Judge Lumpkin by Glenn & 
Rountree, as attorneys for the plaintiffs. 
The petition alleged that Mr. Marion had 
made a fraudulent transfer of his property 
and prayed that attachments be issued 
on property owned by the defendant. The 
order was signed by Judge Lumpkin dur- 
ing the recess of court and the affidavits 
were served early in the afternoon. 

The petition of Messrs. Maddox and Rus 
sell are sensational and Marion is charged 
with making a secret disposal of his busi- 
ness interests with the purpose of defraud- 
ing his creditors. It sets forth that Marion 
did a general grocery business on Marietta 
street, near Simpson, and in addition ran 
a coal and wood yard and a beer saloon. 
It is also stated that Marion owus property 
in the city to the amount of $20,000, which 
has been mortgaged for $14,000. The beer 
saloon was solid without the knowledge 
of the creditors to a clerk employed by 
Marion, and the wood yard and grocery 
business and stock of goods were soid 
to Messrs. Butler & Walcott. It is not 
claimed that the purchasers of the proper- 
ty are parties to the fraud, but that Marion 
sold the property to defraud those who 
held claims against him. It is also alleged 
that recently Marion filed a morigage for 
$2,000 and that on last Saturday he bor- 
rowed $1,000 from Mr. May, for which an- 
Other mortgage Was given. 

Mr. Marion owns eleven p:eces of valua- 
ble real estaie in the city, upon ali of 
which the attachments were levied. He 
is well known in commercial! circles and 
it was thought that he was making money 
at his business. The petition alsu charges 
that he has in his possession sumcient 
money, cash in hand, to pay the accounts 
for which the attachments have been is- 
sued, but that he refuses to make a set- 
tlement and will give no satisfaction to 
the attorneys who have made demands for 
the amount owed by him. He is charged 
with committing fraud in that he did dis- 
pose of the property secretly, and though 
he acknowledges that he has money, in 
refusing and withholding it in payment of 
his just debts. 

The sale of his business interests on 
Marietta street was not attacked, and only 
the real estate owned by him is covered by 
the attachments. The account of J. ; 
& J. E. Maddox is for a note of $1,500 and 
the balance is in an open account. ‘The 
bill owed Russell & Co. is for tobacco 
and snuff. 

To Have Access to the Records. 

A petition was handed Judge Lumpkin 
yesterday, in which Mr. W. H. Black, as 
an attorney of the court, and Mr. W. H. 
Black, attorney for the Land T:tle, 
ranty & Safe Deposit Company, is plaintiff. 
The petition prayed that a mandamus 
writ be granted by the court and that 
Clerk Tanner, of the superior court, be 
required and compelled to give the plaintiff 
access to the records of his office. Atter 
reading the petition, Judge Lumpkin set 
the case for hearing on February 26th. 

Mr. Black alleges that he is engagec 
in preparing and making abstracts of ti- 
tles in Fulton county and that he has been 
refused access to the books of record in 
the clerk’s office and he has been denied 
the right to make copies of the mortgages 
and deeds that are contained in the record 
books, unless he makes a payment of a 
certain fee, which he states is to be charged 
by the clerk. He states that Mr. 
is but the custodian of the books and 
that he has no right to charge the fee 
mentioned, or to collect anything for the 
work that is proposed to be done. 

Mr. Black states in his petition that as 
an officer of the court and an attorney, 
he has the right to make any number 
of copies that he may need in his 
business and that may in the future be 
required. Also as president of his abstract 
company he has the right, as the assignee 
of the Mitchell company, to have access 
to the books of the records. 

Mr. Black states in his petition that he 
has offered to give a bond in the amount 
of $10,000 for the records while in his 
possession in the clerk's office, and also 
to pay the amount of $50 per month to be 
paid a man whose duty it shall be to 
watch the books while the copies are he- 
ing made. Both of these propositions, 
it is alleged, have been refused. 

The case will be watched with interest, 
as similar cases have been known to have 
been filed in the history of other counties.

PICKERT CASE SET FOR TODAY 


A Large Batch of Affidavits Were Ex- 
changed by the Attorneys in the 
Case—Other Court News. 


‘A number of interesting cases were dis- 
posed of in the three courts that were in 
session yesterday. 

The case of Amos Moreland, in which he 
sued the contractors of the firm of Wagner 
& Glaafleroy, was concluded in Judge Ber- 
tTv’s court. The case has been on trial for 
two days and a verdict was found by the 
jury before the hour of adjournment. The 


' verdict was sealed and will be opened this 


morning, when the court is called to order. 

The entire day in the first division of the 
city court was consumed in the hearing of 
testimony in the case of Morrison versus 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. Morri- 
son claims that he was a brakeman in the 
employ of the road and while in the dis- 
charge of his duties was knocked from his 
car hear Bolton, just this side of the Chat- 
tahoochee river. The testimony for the 
plaintiff was heard and the testimony for 
the defendant was introduced, when the 
court adjourned. The case went over until 
this morning. 

Yesterday morning several prisoners who 
made a plea of guilty were sentenced by 
Judge Lumpkin, of the civil branch of the 
superior court. Judge Clark has not been 
able to attend court for several days on ac- 
count of illness, and the cases were brought 
before the attention of Judge Lumpkin, as 
the prisoners wished to begin serving their 
sentences and were willing that a plea of 
guilty be entered. 

Dunlap Morris was given a term of one 
year in the penitentiary; Greek White, one 
year; Walter Edwards, one year; John 
Young, four years; Jim King, five years; 
Gip South, five years; Charles Wyatt, four 
years, and Will McCrary, four years. The 
prisoners will begin work in the penitentiary 
as soon as they can be carried to the 


‘camps. 


Alhambra Hotel Case. 

The petition of the owners of the Alham- 
bra hotel was heard before Judge Lumpkin 
yesterday and he decided against the hotel 
company. 

The petition was filed several weeks ago, 
at which time temporary restraining orders 
were granted in the case and a further 
hearing was ordered. Yesterday the case 
came up and was disposed of as above 
Stated. The petition set forth the facts 
that the hotel was built by the Holliday 
Lumber Company and.the plans were 
drawn by Architects R. L. Jones & Co. It 
was Claimed that the cantract was not car- 
ried out, as the plans and specifications 
called for and the hotel company was com- 
pelied to complete the building. The 
amount which the hotel company paid for 
additional material and labor was charged 
to the Holliday Lumber’ Company. Sev- 
eral liens were filed upon tt® property “ard 
the holders of the liens were temporarily 
restrained from taking action at the first 
hearing given the petition. Yesterday the 
orders were revoked by the court, but the 


| Plaintiffs were given the right to again ap- 


ply for redress on fhe same grounds.

The hotel is a large and 
commodious structure and will probably be 
conducted as a boarding house. It is built 
of lumber and covered with staff. 


Several Damage Suits Filed. 

Quite a batch of interesting damage suits 
were filed in Clerk Tanner’s office yester- 
day. 

Q. L. Brantley brought suit for damages 
against the Southern railway in the amount 
of $40,000. His petition alleges that on De- 
cember 24th he bought a ticket from Ros- 
well to Atlanta, the ticket containing a re- 
turn coupon. He came to the city and at 
4 o’clock in the afternoon went to the un- 
ion depot for the purpose of taking the 
train to Roswell, for which the return cou- 
pon was to be used. He applied for admis- 
Sion at the gates of the shed and after 
Showing his ticket was directed to a train 
that was standing under the shed. 

He got on the train, but when the conduc- 
tor called for the ticket he was informed 
by the conductor that the train,did not stop 
at the point to which the ticket had been 
purchased, Brantley claims that he was 
put off forcibly while the train was in 
motion and that he was fearfully injured. 
Several paragraphs are consumed in giving 
in detail the injuries received. He 
Struck by the tender of a switch engine 
as he fell to the ground and his hips, 
shoulders, spine and nearly all portions of 
his body .were dislocated, he alleges. He 
Claims that he is ruined for the period of 
his life and the amount of $40,000 %s asked 
as a remuneration. 


Other Suits Filed for Damages. 

W. W. McElroy has filed a suit against 
the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company, alleging in his petition that he 
became a passenger on a car of the com- 
pany on Decatur street; that he paid his 
fare and the bell was rung by the condu- 
tor for him to get off when-he reached the 
ees where his journey ended. Just as 

@ was about to step from the platform to 
the ground he was thrown off the car by a 
sudden start, whichi”was made by the mo- 
torman. He was” severely injured, he 
claims, and his hand was later amputated 
on account of the breaking of a bone by 
the fall. 

Suit was filed yesterday by Mrs. Kate 
Cox against Mrs. Janie McMillan for the 
recovery of the amount of a note which 
ig past due. The amount involved in the 
suit is $6,000. 


Mrs. Mahin Wants a Divorce. 


A petition for divorce was filed by Mrs. 
Maybelle Mahin against her husband, W. 
S. Mahin, charging him with adultery. The 
»etition shows that she was married to 
Nim May 31, 1891, and that her maiden name 
was Maybelle Murdock. She alleges cruel 
treatment and states that her life was made 
burdensome. 

George Johnson clainis damages against 
the Southern railway in the sum of $1,950 
for injuries received while coupling cars in 
the yards of the railroad. 

James T. Fry, a car coupler, recently 
employed by the Southern railway, has filed 
suit on the same grounds. 

The asgument in the case of Dixon versus 
Hitchens,” for a new trial, was heard be~ 
fore Judge Lumpkin yesterday. "The at- 
torneys for the movants are T. R. R. Cobb 
and EF. V. Rosser and Alexander & Lamb- 
din represent the other side. No decision 
has been reached in the matter. * 


Affidavits Exchanged. 


Affidavits were exchanged in the Pickert 
receivership case yesterday and several pa- 
pers were filed by both sides. 

Messrs Bishop, Andrews and Hill testified 
that the facts as set forth in the original 
answer were correct and that the mort- 
gage given that firm was for a fee in the 
case. Mrs. Pickert’s affidavit was to the 
effect that the money was really advanced 
and that nothing irregular or contrary to 
law had been done. 

Affidavits from the other side stated that 
Mr. Pickert made a statement in regard to 
his solvency, on the strength of which the 
bill of goods was sold. -‘The-case will be 
heard this morning at 10 o’clock, before 
Judge Lumpkin, unless it is postponed. 
Mr. Pickert, Mrs. Pickert and Mr. Cassin 
have been cited to appear before Commis- 
sioner Barry at the same hour that the case 
has been set for a hearing before Judge 
Lumpkin, and unless a postponement is se- 
cured in one of the cases there will be con- 
flict in the hours.

Marshal McCurdy, of 
Stone Mountain, telephoned the Atlanta 
police to arrest Brown, stating that he had 
tracked the negro several miles from that 
place, coming toward Atlanta. The mar- 
shal stated that the negro had nearly killed 
young Tuggle and that he was badly 
wanted. 

Brown is described as being about thirty 
years old, dark ginger cake color, wearing 
a dark suit; red flannel under shirt and 
soft felt hat, red striped shirt. He has a 
brother in Atlanta named Cyrus Brown. 
Tuggle is the son of Mr. John S. Tuggle, a 
well-known citizen of DeKalb county. The 
young man is thought to be dangerously 
hurt.
